Reorganised 


‘In the wake of greater power 
for local ofMfeials and factory 
munagements, Prague Ministrice 
are to ba thoroughly reorganised, 
their number reduced and as 
many os 50 per cent of “white 
‘collar’ workers in some of them 
ordered to find productive work 


er} away from the capital to help 


remove stent “serious 
shortcomings” sald to beset the 
economy, 

The nim of the changes, which 
will affect also jong-term plan- 
ning methods, !s to give greater 
Nexibllity at the helm and “in- 
erense the share of the avorking 
people ‘in the management of 
the cconomy,” 

According to Mr Antonin 
Novotny, the Communist party 
leader, Czechoslovakia must rid 
of the “discrepancy 
between the level of develop- 
ment of the‘national economy 
which has been achieved and 
fhe quality of its management.” 
Communist party officials have 
complained that until now the 
initiative of the workers has 
been suppressed. ‘ 

Hut there ls ta be no increase 
in the workers’ share In the 
actual running of the factorics. 
Factory managements and the 
newly-elected national = com- 
mittees to whom the powers arc 
being transferred will be urged 
fo make more use of workers’ 
experience by frequent con-

Anarchy 


Like the Sovict Union, 
Czechoslovakla has turned down 
fhe Workers’, Council as a 
means of ‘giving the worker 
more interest in his factory.

Under the reform, 
the bowus is to be paid, It is 
sald, only on the basls of the 
fulfilment of the plan for the 
production of the vompleted 
Product. It js hoped that 
thls will encourage greater 
synchrunlsation in the efforts of 
workers - throughout any 
particular industry. 

At the same time, Ministries 
dealing with economic affairs 
are to be reduced to . “small, 
highly qualified units, primarily 
concerned with the «future

The last major reduction in 
the number of Minlstries took 
place in June 1956, after a 
nation-wide Communist party 
conference, when ten Ministries 
were merged into four, -On 
August 1, 1057, .a Government 
decree abolished the .

Fleming, has reduced personal and corporation 
income taxes and, duties on car purchons. by . 


about $78,000,000. 


The excise tax on new cara Is 
lowered from 10 to 7% pdr cent, 
which wil cost the Treasury an 
estimated $20,000,000 a year, 

But the biggest benefit of all 


“will go to income tax payers, who 


will pay $86 millon a year less 
on thelr incomes from’ next New 
Year's Day, 


At the same time, some 
$1,750,000 toxpaylng parents will 
ve thelr budgets helped by an 
irerease in basle exemption for 
children and other dependents 
from $100 to $250 for cach child. 


This will cost some $00,000,000 
a year, 


The * personal income tax 
changes—and another $10,000,000 
annual reduction in corporation 
taxes — will only affect now 
year's incomes. Taxpayers, 
making returns on next spring 
on Incomes earned this year, 
will still have to pay at the 
old rates. 

Mr Fleming estimated that his 

proposed tax relicfs would cust 
the Treasury $26,000,000 in the 
current fiscal year, ending next 
March 31, when he forecast 
there would be an $80,000,000 
surplus. 

He added that an extra of 
$21,000,000 in oxpenditure In- 
curred by the Government 
would be partly offset by $64,- 
000,000 in ‘navings and by 


$10,000,000 in withdrawals fom 
two reserve funds.—Chino Mall 
Speciql.
